Wood Cutting Profitable 


'An investigation of the wood fuel 
supply of Indiana has just been fin­ 
ished by Richard Lieber, Secretary 
of the State Board of Forestry, llis 
inquiry included the price of coal 
and wood in every county in Indi­ 
ana. 
His investigations show that 
the average cost of Indian« lump 
coal throughout Indiana on Novem­ 
ber 3, 1917, was $5.19 per ton. 
The 
average price of chestnut hard coal 
was $9.63. 
The average price of 
good stove wood, 16 to 22 inches in 
length, for a rick 8 feet long and 4 
feet high, was $2.52 per rick. 
The 
average price of good block wood 
for heating stoves for same length 
and same size rick was $2.40. 
The 
average price of cutting 
wood is 
from $1.00 to $1.25 per rick:-' The 
average price of delivery is 75 cents 
per rick. The result of the investi­ 
gation shows that in many places 
hard coal cannot be obtained and no 
wood is offered for sale. 
Since a cord of good stove wood 
is eqiral in fuel value to 
a ton of 
coal, the preceding prices show that 
wood fuel is as cheap or cheaper 
than coaL 
The scarcity and high 
price of wood is a great incentive to 
t'he wood-lot owner to give his wood- 
lot a forest cleaning, and of con­ 
verting the wood in his woodlot into 
cash during the coming winter. 
The 
cutting of fallen timber, and of dead 
or dying trees, and the removal of 
trees that will never grow into good 
saw timber is called a forest clean­ 
ing. 
A forest cleaning gives the re­ 
maining trees a better chance 
to 
grow and they will grow faster. 
The profit on a rick of wood would 
vary as to the cost of cutting, haul­ 
ing and the price received. 
Accord­ 
ing to our investigation, the woodlot 
owner would realize from $5.00 to 
$12.00 per day for 
the labor 
and 
team. 
Thus it is seen that cutting 
wood is not only profitable, but the 
cutting improves the woodlot. 
Of 
recent years, since coal began to 
get so cheap, woodlot owners have 
neglected this 
source of 
income. 
Now, since it pays to cut wood, let 
every woodlot owner, as soon as the 
busy season is over, begin to cut 
wood, not only for home consump­ 
tion but for sale. There is always a 
market for wood, and even if one 
has a surplus it does not spoil. 
Then there is the patriotic side of 
the question. 
Every time we burn 
a cord of wood, or induce others to 
do so, we have saved a ton of coal 
and helped release a coal car 
for 
carrying coal to our manufactories 
which cannot use wood, or release it 
for other purpose-., 
which is 
of 
great importance in this great war 
crisis.

Wood Cutting Profitable 


An investigation of the wood fue. 


supply of Indiana has just been fin- 
ished by Richard Lieber, Secretary 
of the State Board of Forestry. His 
inquiry included the price of coal 
and wood in every county in 'Indi- 
ana. 
HisV investigations show that 


the average cost of Indiana lump 
coal throughout Indiana on Novem- 
ber 3, 1917, was $5.19 per ton. The 
average price of chestnut hard coal 
was $9.63. 
The average price of 


good stove wood, 16 to 22 inches in 
length, for a rick 8 feet long and 4 
feet high, was $2.52 per rick. The 
average price of good block wood 
for heating stoves for same length 
and same size rick was $2.40. The 
average price of cutting 
wood is 


from $1.00 to $1.25 per rick." The 
average price of delivery is 75 cents 
per rick. The result of the investi- 
gation sho'ws that in many places 
hard coal cannot be obtained and no 
•wood is offered, for sale. 


Since a cord of good stove wood 


is equal in fuel value to 
a ton of 


coal, the preceding prices show that 
wood fuel is as cheap or cheaper 
than coal 
The scarcity and high 


price of wood is a great incentive to 
the wood-lot owner to give his wood- 
lot a forest cleaning, and of con- 
verting the wood in his woodlot into 
cash during the coming winter. The 
cutting of fallen timber, and of dead 
or dying trees, and the removal of 
trees that will:never grow into good 
saw timber is called a forest clean- 
ing. A forest cleaning gives the re- 
maining trees a better chance 
to 


grtfn' and they will grow faster. 


The profit on a rick of wood would 


vary as to the .cost of cutting, haul- 
ing and the price received. Accord- 
ing to our investigation, the woodlot 
owner would realize from $5.00 to 


2.00 per day for 
the labor and 


team. 
Thus it is seen that cutting 


wood is not only profitable, but the 
cutting improves the woodlot. Of 
recent years, since coal began to 
get. so cheap, woodlo't owners have 
neglected this 
saurce of 
income. 


No'w, since it pays to t-ut wood, let 
every woodlot owner, as soon as the 
busy season is over, begin to cut 
wood, not only for home consump- 
tion but for sale. There is always a 
market for wood, and even if one 
has a surplus it does not spoil. 


Then there is the patriotic side of 


the question. 
'Every time we burn 


a cord of wood, or induce others to 
do so, we have s-aved a ton of coal 
and helped release a coal ear 
for 


carrying coal to our manufactories 
which cannot use wood, or release it 
for other purposes, 
'which is 
of 


great importance in this great w-ar 
•crisis.
